TRDERGROUND  GALLERY OF ANCIENT PAINT-

INGS.

[Special to the Clucinpal Commereial.] 7
VINCENNES, IND., September 6.—On yes-
terday an-old gentleman by the nnme of Shas-
sern, living about eight miles southeast of
here, in that section of country long known
as Chimney-Pierre Hills (Lhe nome was de-
rived Irom 2&un ancient pier or pillar ol stone,
mow demoiished, about fifteen feet bhigh,
ghaped like a chimney, with a sunken gquare
in the buse, as though cut out for a fire-
place, and supposed by many to he a relic
ol those wonderful prehistoric people, the
Mound-Builders), came to the city and de-
tailed the wonderful discovery ol a cavern
cut.in the solid rock, which, if as repre-
sented, will take its place as among the
‘most remarkable and wonderful of archao-
logical diseoveries.

“The account of the discovery as given by
Mr. Shassern is in substance as follows:
Early yesterday morning he sturted out in
search of & sheep which had strayed from
his flock. Following along a little path
through tbe bazels skirting the foot of the
immense bald tableof rock known as Chim-
ney, Pierre, be beard the fuint bleating of a
sheep, apparently from behind a great
standing splinter torn from the mass, until
a broad fissure parted the two. Thicking
his apimal had beeome entangled in tuis
fissure, he sought to steal around the
frugment next to a precipitous blufi, when
he lost his footing and fell over some fif-
teen feet, slighting upon a smooth, flut
stone, concealed in o dence mass of under-
growth. To bis intense alurm the stone be-
gan to sink beneath the surface, and before
be could recover from his fall he found him-
gelf in the midst of a vestibule cuf out of
the solid roek, the walls of which were
adorned with tbhe most vividiy-colored
paintings of men and animals. The ceiling,
which was dome-shaped, and about eleven
feet above the floor, was adorned svith the
ficure of a viant-sized man in the act of
placing faggots in what appeared to be de-
signed 1o represent the sun. Upon the
sides were painted, in black and brown co-
fors, the figures of animals he suys he never
saw even pictured—huge tusked and
trunked beasts ltke clephants, with masscs
of shaggy bair falling abeut their heads and
shoulders ; great cat-like beasts striped like
tigers and with tusks protruding from their
mouths, In the midst of this throng of
wild beasts, upon a yvellow background, 18

delineated the form of a man, seated in
sbmeo kind of a wvehitle, WuUCl Nnge—1rom

Mr. Sharsern’s description—un ancient Ro-
man chariot. The whole of these paint-
fngs bear inscriptions whbich could not
be read. On onc facade of this prehs-
toric temple (for such it must have been)
tbis artist of antiquity had depleted birds
and fowls, curious and gorgeous—score af-
ter score of them, says Mr. Shasgern § none
of which be could recognize as now com-
mon in this country. The colors he de-
seribes as peeuliarly charming aud bright.

Your correspondent and a party of sei-
eutific zentlemen will make a earelul exam-
inntion of this remarkable cavern, when
further interesting facis will be detailed.

A Victim of Misfortanc.

W. W. Fowler, of Guilford, Connecticut,
who recently died from parulysis etused by
a [all from his wagon, illustrated in his
life how *¢ unmercifui disaster’ may beset
a wan, and also how bravely humanily can
bear up under theills to which 1t is exposed.
Acecidents of more or less importunce beset
Lim from his youth. and when he was quite
a young man several barrels of flour rolled
over liim, iuflicting injuries of a very seri-
our nature. He recovered, butonly to face
the serics of misfortuncs which at list
drove him out of the world. First came
an aceident which left bim with a broken
hip, and this was followed by otbers in
which he had an arm and a leg broken.
Sometimes bis troubles took the form of
dangerous sickness, and from several at-
tacks of this kind a good cosstitution
and a buovant and bopeful tempera-
ment brought bim to heaith aguin,
contrary to the expeclations of bhis
friends. His farm was an execellent one,
2nd upon it he labored early and late. In
his farm buildings. be took especial pride,
for they were models of their kind. Three
times were they destroyed by fire, when
they were filled with the yewr’s crops, and
with them went most of his farming tools
and maehintry and his earriazes and
warons. In one or two instances a combi-
nation of sickness and such losses caused a
pressure under which most men would
have vielded up their lives. He became
quite ‘well known in his ccction of the
State as a man of many misfortunes. Not
long ago, while improving his farm by try-
ing to remove a boulder, it fell upon him
while e was in an excavation by the side of
it., Tt was thought that the injuries be
then received must result in death, but to
the surprise of many he wus once more in
aetive life, apparently as strong as ever,
after having Leen contined to his house for
montlis. Butina short time his last mis-
fortune was to come, While driving lo
hiz home from a neighborivg town, on a
dark and rainy bpight in July last, the
wheels of his wagon struck two stones
which had been laid bare in the road-bed,
and the shock was so great that the wagon-
seat was displaced:and Mr. Fowler thrown
to the ground. His head struck the earth
and the leg of one of his boots cauuht
upou the wagon-step.

pose of seeuring the benetit of the public
schools, [Signed] i
Section 3. Parents residing a short dis-
tavce outside Lhe corporate limits that pay
taxes to the city,and who trunsact business
in the eity, shall be allowed to send their
children to the public schools on the pay-
ment of twenty dollars per pupil for the
scholastic year : provided the seats of the
schools are not required for children of
resident citizeus,

For the information of the patrons of the
public schools, we are requested to state
that no tuitlon-feez will be charged for the
admission of cbildren of resident citizens.
